The Reverend Luke Daly House has a two-bay front with no entry. 
Windows are fitted with 2-over-2 sash and modern storm sash, and 
have molded caps. The cornice has a wide plain entablature with a 
central roll molding; the wide overhanging eaves, are supported on 
paired jigsawn brackets with incised ‘scroll designs. The entry is 
contained in a one-story framed-in porch on the left elevation. 
Mach of tae porch fabric is new, but it retains an original cornice 
with plain frieze and small, paired jigsawn brackets. An original
